HEAVY SNOW AT PITTSBURGH 


Snowbound trains, crippled telephone and 
telegraph service, and havoc along the lee 
shores of the great lakes were results of 
a violent windstorm which yesterday swept 
a great territory between the upper Missis- 
sippi valley and the Atlantic. At midnight 
snow still wag falling in the east, with ten 
inches covering Pittsburgh. 

The forty-four mile gale from the north- 
east struck Chicago late on Saturday and 
sent the mercury down to four degrees below 
the freezing point, but brought no snow. 
Local damage was due entirely to the wind. 
But that damage is heavy. Estimate by 
Lincoln park officials indieate $200,000 is the 
coat to the big project of filling in new land 
east of the park.

The tumultuous wind kept most of 
cago Indoors, but sent theusands rata 
lake where ten and twelve fooi breakers were 
dashing in all day, crashing against the sea 
walls and sending clouds of spray for hun- 
dreds of feet inland. The high bridge at 
Lincoln park, seldom touched by spray, was 
drenched, The drive along the eastern edge 
of Jackson park wae nearly a foot deep in 
water and park policemen were stationed at 
the approaches to keep automobiles away. 

The boathouse of the Saddle and Cycle club 
at the foot of Foster avenue was undermined 
and toppled into the lake. 

The heavy plate glass windows of the Lake 
View, four mile, and Carter Harrison cribs, 
built to withstand almost any gale, were 
blown in and the lake water flooded the base- 
ments where the cribkeepers keep their pro- 
visions and equipment. 


Schooner in Distress. 

The tugs Waukegan and Kenosha and the 
boat from Capt. Carland’s life saving sta- 
tion at the mouth of the Chicago river 
steamed into the gale toward the lumber 
schooner C. D. Buys which was fiying dis 
tress signals a mile off Van Buren street. 
The schooner had shipped several tons of 
water, and was unmanageable. Several men 
from the life saving crew were swung aboard 
by deft maneuvering of their ropes and left 
there to bring the schooner back to port. 
while the others steamed back to shore to be 
on the watch for cases of greater emergency. 

The low temperature was general through 
the country, almost all the no thern stations 
reporting freezing weather, with states to the 
east receiving a thick blanket of'snow. The 
telegraph companies reported extensive dam- 
age at Cleveland. out of which they said they 
were working their way with promise of hav- 
ing the lines in good shape by today. 


Storm Center on North Side. 

Had the storm brought snow with it, dam- 
age in Chicago would have been great As it 
was the wires were unburdened and stood the 
strain well, and the trees. whipped clear of 
leaves, offered little resistance and weath- 
ered the gale with surprisingly ight damage. 
Along Devon avenue between Clark street 
and Broadway a storm center swept. 

Several high power cables enapped and 
fell into the street with showers of sparks 
and violent explosions. A trolley wire fol- 
lowed, and half.a dozen local telephone 
wires. Passengérs on the cars fell into 8 
panic and sprinted out of the doors, stepping 
on the crew in their haste. One of them, 
Miss Catherine Rowlan of 2735 Haddon ave- 
nue, bounded out so rapidly that she could 
not dodge an automobile and was hurled 
against the curb, sustaining minor injuries, 

James Sherlock of 6451 Broadway made 8 
frantic sprint to get out of the way of 
a cable which broke and coiled up toward 
him. He was hit by the flying end and had | 
to be carried home, shocked by the current 
but not seriously hurt. 

Lieut. John McCarthy of Edgewater sta- 
tion was walking across Devon avenue when 
one of the wires dropped. He ran to a tele- 
phone and summoned reserves from his sta; 
tion and Rogers Park, scattered them down 
the street, and ordered pedestrians and driv- 
ers away. The policemen aspisted in getting 
many women out of danger.

ROILED BY SHAW

Churchmen and Playwright 
Clash Over Tendency of 
the Theater. 


DANCING ACT STARTS IT. 
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{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON. Nov. 9.—The Rt. Rev. Arthur 
Foley Winnington-Ingram, bishop of Lon- 
don, has proclaimed himself the champion of 
all Christian people of the metropolis to lead 
a campaign for a purer moral standard in 
music halle and theaters. This is the out- 
come of the hostility of the clergy, headed 
by the Rt. Rev. John Primatt Maud, bishop 
of Kensington, to the performance of Gaby 
Deslys at the Palace theater. 

G. B. Shaw wrote a characteristic letter to 
the Times the other day scoring the bishop 
of Kensington as begging the question as 
to what is fit or unfit for the theater and 
constituting himself the judge of the ques- 
tion. > 

“The suggestion is made,” said Mr. Shaw, 
that gratification of sexual emotion is one 
of the main uses to which the theater ts put. 
If the taste for voluptuous entertainment is 
sometimes morbid, the taste for religious edi- 
fication is open to precisely the same ob- 
jection. 


Shaw and Bishops Clash. ; 

“tf I had a neurotic daughter, I would 
much rather risk taking her to the Palace 
than to a revival meeting. Nobody has yet 
counted the number of homes and characters 
wrecked by intemperance in religious emo- 
tion!’ 

The gist of Shaw's plea is that what is 
moral to one person may be immoral to an- 
other. and if you don't like the program at 
the Palace you don't have to go there. 

Dr. Ingram referred to Shaw's letter in his 
sermon this morning. He said: 

“ This man of the world contends that no 
absolute standard of purity exists, and that 
there is no such thing as positive morality. 
If that ie so, we are going back to a standard 
not only below that of Plato and Aristotle 
but Below that of many savage tribes If 
the church sat down under such a standard 
it would be disowning all its traditions. It 
would de better for it to abandon the title 
of church of Christ. ; 

“ Thank God the Christian folk of London 
are in a majority, and the question we have 
made up our minds to ask is, Are we going 
to be masters in ovr own house?

Eugen Niederegger, Head of the 
Schwaben-Verein, Gives Ad- 
dress in Native Tongue. 


Five hundred Chicago Germans surround- 
ed the Schiller monument in Lincoln park 
yesterday and shivered in the cold wind for 
an hour while exercises were held in com- 
memoration of the 154th birthday of the fa 
mous poet. . 

The statue was garianded from thé brow 
to the bage of the monument. Under the 
auspices of the Schwaben-Verein a green 
Wreath had been placed on the head. A 
great floral piece of red roses adorned the 
front of the statue. The name Schiller, 
November, 1779," was worked out in small 
ted flowers within the shield, 

Eugen Niederegger, president of the 
Schwaben-Verein, gave the opening addresa 
in German. He dwelt on the Influence of 
Schiller in the world of literature. 

His speech was followed by an address in 
English by Harry Rubens. 


Schiller and Goethe. 

“ Schiller was one of the greatest. poeta of 
all time, said Mr. Rubens, but he lived 
at the age of a contemporary who was as 
great, if not greater, than he. I speak of 
Goethe: For years there was a fierce hatred 
between these two men. §chiller said he had 
the peculiar sensation of hating and loving 
at the same time. 

“In 1704 the two men, with their widely 
variant temperaments, became reconciled to 
each other and from that time on until the 
death of Schiller they were fast friends. 
There are those who think there is some- 
thing wrong with ua who love poetry. They 
cannot understand the sublime enjoyment 
that comes to the lover of poetry. Those 
who cannot appreciate poetry are unforty- 


nate.“ 
Wind Carries Music, 
Visitors in the park were attracted te the 
ceremonies by the songs of the Senefelder 


Liederkranz. The wind, blowing at high

He shoots well, plays golf, polo, and tennis, 
and has been accorded special allowances by 
the foreign office for his knowlédge of Persian 
and Japanese.

His father was one of the most brilliant men 


of the British diplomatic service, whowe pro- 
motion to an'émbassy was delayed for a num- 
ber of years by a bit of feminine intrigue on 
the part of a royal governess. 5 

While minister at The Hague no less than 
five of his juniors were promoted over his 
head to embassies. Resenting what he re- 
garded as a gross piéce of injustice, he set 
to work, in 1894, to make cautious Inquiries 
in London with the object of discovering the 
reason for the treatment to which he had been 
subjected. 

Ultimately hé learned that a story had been 
eirculated at court in England and at the 
foreign Office to the effect that he had had a 
violent altercation with one of the royal 
chamberlains at some court function at The 
Hague and had nearly, if not quite, come to 
blows, 

Assuming the story to be true, it was 
naturally considered that a diplomat pos- 
sessed of so little control of his temper was 
unfitted for the role of ambassador.

The only foundation that there was for this 
tale, according to Sir Horace, was that, some 
years previoualy, he had on one occaéion: stot 
the railroad station at Amsterdam and had 
given up his ticket when he was told by his 
footman that Lady Rumbold and his youngest 
boy had come to meet him. He tried to re- 
enter the platform to meet them, but waa, 
roughly seized by a ticket collector, who, 
when he shook him off, grossly insulted him.

The Recollections ot the late Sir Horace 
Rumbold, like his other published tem- 
iniscences,”’ which are most interesting, led 
Lord Lansdowne, when secretary of state 
for foreign affairs in 1908, to establish a rule, 
now contained in the annual Foreign Office 
List,” that members of the diplomatic 
service must not, without the express per- 
mission of the secretary of state, publish 
observations on or accounts of their experi- 
ence in the countries in which they are or 
have been officially employed, or any. infor- 
mation obtained by them in their diplomatic 
capacity. The obligation of secrecy in regard 
to official experiences and information con- 
tinues equally after their retirement from 
active service, and, in the event of its being 
disregarded, the secretary of state will bring 
the matter before parliament when the esti- 
mates providing for the pension of the of- 
ficial at fault is before the house of com- 
mons. The djsclosure of information ac- 
quireé in an official capacity, when such dis- 
closure is contrary to the public interest, is 
punishable under the so-called official secret 
act of 1809 by both fine and imprisonment.

In order to appreciate the range of the 
late Sir Horace Rumbold's reminiscences it 
is necessary to state that he entered the 
diplomatic service in 1849, receiving his 
appointment from Lord Palmerston: that, 
born at Calcutta and educated at Paris 
under the care of his aunt, the Duchesse de 


Polignac, he was also connected with the 


French ducal house of La Rochefoucauld. 
with the Russian princely family of hoban- 
of, with the Prussian aristocracy through 
the marriage of his aunt with Baron Ferdi- 
mand Delmar, and with the United States 
through his first wife, and through the mar- 
riages of his cousins, Henry and Cumber- 
land Rumbold, with Baltimorean women, 
and Annie Rumbold with Ernest K. Richard- 
son of Philadelphia. 

Thus related, and descended len Thomas 
Rumbold, who was with King Charles I. at 
the battle of Naseby, and from William Rum- 
bold. who was controller of the great ward- 
robe of Charles KI., Sir Horace enjoyed social 
advantages in every capital where he was 
stationed that do not fall to the share of 
ordinary meinbers of the diplomatic profes- 
sion, and was welcomed in circles to which 
mere diplomatic office is inadequate to secure 
the éhtrée. 

Another ancestor of Sir Horace was a gen- 
tleman of the privy chamber under James I., 
while the founder of the family was a certain 
Robert Rumbold, who, according to records 
still in existence, was in litigation with 
Alf red of Lincoln in 1194 concerning lands in 
the shires of Essex and Herta.

WOMAN teacher of dietetics once went 

before a class and simply said, over and 

over, with increasing emphasis, Diges- 

tion is a process of hydration; digestion 

is a process of hydration,” and then dis- 
missed her students to think over the fact that 
the digestion of food is a process which reduces 
it to a liquid state, a liquid which is constantly 
added to the blood to regenerate it. 

Any dietist who keeps track of the news of 
the day or hears no more than the daily reports 
of the neighbors, of what they suffer (for no 
other reason in the world than irrational eat- 
ing), can but feel that the few simple facts 
about the processes of reducing food to a liquid 
ought to be pounded out, and pounded in, and 
peunded down, to people until they realize what 
they are doing to themselves, what they are 
suffering in health, in purse, in disabilities of 
many sorts, because they are so irresponsible in 
ali food matters. 

Dr. Richard Cole Newton said a few years 
since: “After twenty years’ study of the prob- 
lem I am prepared to say that I esteem the 
American habit of improper and insufficient mas- 
tication, together with the equally prevalent 
custom of washing down the half chewed food, 
as the principal cause of our physical miseries.”

A few years hence there will be a catechism 
for young: children will ask, first, what is the 
whole duty of man before his food? To chew 
what he eats sufficiently. What is the second 
duty? To chew his food sufficiently and not de- 
pend: upon liquids to wash it down his throat.

Work to Be Done in School. 

“The hereditary mental defectives and, 
indeed, the whole subnormal group, seldom: 
develop intelligence beyond that of the nor- 
mal child of 12 years. : 

Most children attend school at least until 
they are 12 years of age. Here then is the 
crux of the situation. We must look to the 
public schools for the early identification of 
the defectives. The Juvenile court begins its 
care of the delinquent and detective child 
after he has become delinquent. 
he identification of the eubnormal de- 
linquent should be made before he has 
reached the Juvenile court, where, as the re- 
suit of some inevitable offense against so- 
ciety, he is sure to land.

While to date a sufficient number have not 
replie@ to warrant the assertion that if Gov. 
Dunne should summon the legislature into 
extraordinary session the convention propo- 
sition would receive the necessary two-thirds 
vote in both houses, it is viewed as partic- 
ularly significant that house members whose 


positions usually carry weight approve of 


the plan to amend the organic law. 

Such house leaders as Charles A. Karch, 
Democrat, and David E. Shanahan, Repub- 
lican. unequivocally declare in favor of ac- 
tion at a special Mr. Karch urges 
Gov. Dunne to call the session without delay 
and advises him not to put anything else in 
his call except the necessity of adopting the 
convention resolution for submission to the 
voters. 


) Leaders Predict Passage.

Leaders of all parties now predict its passage 
in the house if the resolution is considered on 
its merits without political barnaclies to im- 
pede ite progress. 

An analysis of the eighty-three answers to 
Tue Trrpune’s double query—first, whether 
the governor should call a special session, 
and, second, if he does, would the constitu- 
tional convention resolution be adopted— 
shows a healthy sentiment in both the senate 
and house in favor of the convention idea. 


Few Oppose Convention Idea. 

Only nine out of the twenty-nine heard 
from in the senate oppose both the conven- 
tion and special session, while of the ffty- 
four house members who have answered only 
five oppose the two propositions.

Harvard’s Narrow Victory Brings 
Question of Crimson’s In- 
vincibility.

Harvard's scant victory over Princeton, 8 
to 0, which gave the Crimson eleven a firmer 
) hold on the 1913 eastern championship, and 
the defeat of Cornell, 17 to 0, by Michigan 
were the features of Saturday’s football 
games which went a long way to demon- 
strate the superiority of western football 
over the brand played in the east. 
The Crimson eleven was forced to play all 
the football it knew to defeat the sons of 
Old Nassau, who must be given credit for 
playing one of the greatest uphill struggles 
in the history of the gridiron game at Prince-~ 


dicated that the Tigers had the better of the 
play in the first two periods and that the 
second half was about evenly fought. 


Tigers Deserve Credit. 
Had it not been for Brickley's field goal 
in the second quarter, the game would have 
resulted in a scoreless tie, and Princeton 
would have been given credit for outplaying 
its opponents under the conditions. Har- 
vard, with its heavier team, should have 
played rings around the Tigers. The Crim- 
son had the advantage of pounds of weight, 
whioh should have enabled Harvard to make 
ground by use of old football tactics. 

The result demonstrated that Harvard 
possibly does not possess the vaunted 


paratively easy manner with which the Cam- 
bridge eleven has won all its games this year 
led critics to believe the team was unbeat- 
able, but the manner in which the scrappy 
Tigers tore holes in the Crimson forward 
wall and stopped the onslaughts of the 
powerful Harvard backfield demonstrated 
that the Crimson is not going to have such 
an easy time winning from Yale after all. 


Comparison of Scores. 

As this game was one of the principal bat- 
tles of the eastern gridiron season, it fur- 
nished the dopesters with a good line in com- 
paring the strength of eastern and western 
football. Aa no games have been scheduled 
by Yale, Harvard, and Princeton with west- 
ern elevens, other ways must be pursued to 
show that the football played in the west 
this year is in advance of the system fol- 
lowed in the east. 

On Oct. 18 Princeton defeated Syracuse, 
after a hard fought battle, 18 to 0. The 
New Yorkers fought the Tigers for every 
inch of ground, and succumbed to defeat 
after forcing Princeton to show its entire strength. 
Two weeks later Michigan played Syracuse at Ann 
Arbor, and the Wolverines were victors by the 
one aided score of 48 to . 

One week ago last Saturday Cornell journeyed 
to Cambridge and met defeat at the hands of the 
Crimson eleven, 28 to 4 Last Saturday the Wol- 
verines defeated the Ithacans, 17 to 0. Although 
these scores would indicate an equality of strength, 
the fact that Michigan kept Cornell from scoring— 
something which Harvard was unable to accom. , 
plish—shows that Michigan played the better game 
against the Big Red team. 


West More Versatile, 

With these games as a basis of comparison, to- 
gether with Notre Dame’e victories over the Army 
and Penn State, western football may be said to be 
superior to the eastern gridiron game this year. 
because the westerners have shown they possees 
the adaptability of executing forward passes suc- 
cessfully, and in most cases have shown a defense 
to stop such plays. With Michigan playing Penn- 
syivania next Saturday at Ann Arbor in the last 
clash of intersectional importance, the triumph of 
the west over the east will be complete if thé 
Wolverines are the victors. , 

Although the Harvard-Princeton game was the 
center of interest in the east, the result of the 
Dartmouth-Pennsylvania struggle was followed 
closely. By winning thie game, 34 to 21, the Hano- 
verians demonstrated, they are a strong and power- 
ful team, with unison in attack. If Dartmouth 
wins its remaining contests, critics cannot over- 
look this team when the final rating is made at the 
close of the season. 

Yale showed it will be a worthy opponent for 
Princeton next Saturday by defeating Brown, 17 
to 0. Although most followers of football have 
been inclined to believe that the Blue eleven wil} 
be defeated by Princeton and Harvard in the al! 
important games of the season, the Tiger and 
Crimson elevens will have to play better football 
than they did last Saturday to win over Old Bil. ) 


Maroon Reserves Weak. 


Although the result of the Chicago-North western 
game which the Maroons won, 14 to 0, was a 
surprise to most followers of the gridiron game, 
Coach Stagg was perfectly satisfied with the re- 
suit.

RAIL WAGE AWARD TODAY 


Arbiters in Eastern Dispute to 
Report to Cireuit Court 


AFFECTS 73,266 EMPLOYES. 


If Demands Are Granted Pay Will Be 
Increased $18,000,000 Yearly. 


. | 

New York, Nov. 9.—[Special.J—The board 
of arbitration in the wage dispute between 
the eastern railroads and their conductors 
and trainmen will file its award in the United 
States District court here tomorrow. 

It will affect practically all the principal 
roads in the territory east of Chicago and 
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers, and if 
all the demands are granted will: increase, 
their pay rolis $18,000,000 a year, according 
to the railroad estimate. The number of 
employés concerned is 73,266, of whom 19, ; 
Vos are conductors and 53,363 are trainmen. 

The arbitration took place under the New- 
lands act, which was passed as an amend- 
ment to the Erdman act after the menace of 
a general strike had become acute. 


Hearings Take Month’s Time. 

The hearings began on Sept. 11 and con- 
tinued to Oct. 10. during which time many 
witnesses were examined and reamsof charts 
and statistical exhibits were introduced by 
both sides. 

The most effective contention made in be- 
half of the men ‘wes that wages were lower 
in the east than either the west or the south. 
The rates asked for, they said, would just 
about equalize their earnings with those of 
their confreres in other parte of the country. 

They also made comparison of conditions in | 
1900 and in 1911 to show that their work, re- 
sponsibility, and risk had all increased 
through greater density of traffic, heavier 
trains, and the use of several engines to a 
single train, involving extra engine crews 
but no extra train crews.
